The @reaty of Washington and 
the San Juan Question. 


The absurdity that the Emperor of Ger- 
many decided the SanJuan Questionin favoro 


the United States, as reported by telegraph 
a few weeks sincé, was apparect on the face o!

Dkeene route is not opened up now, many 
men will have to leave ; for to pay the expense 
of living, they must have good diggings; a 
man would starve on email diggings here, 
that would be a fortune even in Cariboo: 
Fortanately most of the men who came bere 
this spring brought 3or 4 weeks — with 
them, consequently sales by the bave 
been small, and but few mea have. had to 
return for want of grub. However, as the 
private supplies get used up the demand for 
provisions will increase, then we will see the 
necessity of finding a shorter and cheaper 
source of supply than the Fraser river route 
faroisbes. 

The first men who came up the Skeena 
river got in bere two weeks abead of any who 
came by Fraser river. The canyon above the 
Mouth of Quesneile, was blecked with ice, 
till about the 24th April. | A few boats onl 
came early, up the Stuart River; thoug 
late some freight boats started and arrived 
here last week. Most ofthe early and light 
loaded boats went by the Salmon River, and 
a few tried the Giscome Portage. Men by 
the early boats via Stuart River got in first; 
then those by Salmoo River; sod about a 
week later, those by the Giscome Portage. 
The men by Salmon and Giscome Portages, 
had all the supplies they took with them oa 
to Germansen creek, while those to Tatla bad 
only what they. could pack over the Portage 
from Tatla, or what they could bire packed 
by Indians, who charged as high ag 20 and 30 
cents per pound. However all the men who 
came by Giscome and Salmon Rivers tell of 
the herd work in shallow and small sloughs 
und rivers leading into McCloud’s Lake from 
the portages, and say that it never can be 
made a freight route, and it never will pay 
any one to go that way except when provisions 
are bigh and scatce ; on the diggings in the 
spring, so the money that the goveroment are 
spending on the Giscome Portage bad better 
have been thrown into Fraser river, than 
spent there ; for then none would have been 
deceived. It is undeniably the biggest humbug 
of the season and even beats the steam wag- 
gons. When the boats left the Mouth of 
Quesnelle, the price paid for provisions was 
per pound, beans, 14 cts.; flour, 12} ets; 
bacon, 45 cts.; gum boots, $12 00 per pair, 
giher things in proportion. These are the 
prices paid for ali that is in the market 
here at present, to be brought four or five 
bundred miles and sold ‘o miners, The 
prices here are beans, 35 cts. per Ib.; flour, 
35 cts.; bacoa, 87} cts.; gum boots $20 00 
per pair, and over 100 miles from the diggings 
These are the prices that will prevail here ag 
long as we have to rely upon colonial produce, 
or bring them over a route 700 or 800 miles 
from the sea board. So there need beng 
surprise if there is a great stampede from the 
diggings, for there must be about 800 men 
into the diggings now, to be fed at those high 
prices soon, and the diggings will be remark- 
ably good if all can stick it out. Still men 
keep coming by the Skeena route,and all 
speak well of it and say a waggon road might 
be built from the forks to Tatla Lake, via 
Babine River and Frying Pan Pass, at com- 
paratively small expense; and that a good 
trail might be cut through in a week if pro- 
perly undertakea and all express surprise that 
it is not done, and sty unanimously that 
there must be some"underbanded work going 
on by either the goveroament or the con- 
tractors. 

Mr. Dewdney arrived héte by the Frying 
Pan Pass about a week ago, and is now gone 
to examine the trail betweem hereand Hog’ em; 
and the Skeent route seems to be left to make 
its own way, and it eventually is sure_to be 
thé Fouté in spite of all the opposition brought

4n Bxtraordinary Bxecutioa. 

[From the Centralia (Mo.) Guard.) 

We are indebted to Mr. James A. Ferguson, 
of Jonesburg, Mo., who lately arrived heme 
from Texas, for the particulars of the follow- 
ing extraordinary occurrence, which took place 
a short time since io the Indian nation: 

A certain Indien of the Choctaws was some 
years ago suspected of killing another Indian 
of his tribe, but for lack of sufficient proof 
was not arrested. Afterward he committed 
a wilful murder, and was premptly arrested, 
tried and sentenced to be shot to death, He 
asked for twenty days in which to prepare and 
visit hig relatives and friends, and geve his 
word of bonor as & brave to retura@at the ap- 
pointed time, Whereupon he was released 
and allowed te go forth without a guard or 
bail. 

At the expiration of the twenty days, ac- 
cording to appointment, the hour for the exe- 
cution arrived, and the Indian, true to his 
word, at the very hour and minute galloped 
up to the place where the sentence was to be 
carried out, in company with three of bis 
sisteragod three brothers, all appearing as 
cheerful as though they bad come to a dance 
or frolic. The coffia wes then brought on the 
ground, but gome one remarked that it was 
too small, upon which ove of the doomed 
Indian’s brothers told bim to lay down in it, 
and measure, which be cheerfully did, and 
laughingly said, ‘‘It fits all right.” The 
crowd meanwhile appeared to beiin the most 
cheerful spirits; and cracked jokes and 
laughed. At last, whew pall was ready, the 
dooméd mah was otdéred ‘to sit on the 
ground, A handkerchief was then placed 
over bis eyes by his sister. | While the 
Sheriff held one hand, one of the ¢ondemned 
Indian’s brothers held the other on each side 
of him. The Deputy Sheriff then,stood in an 
old house, about tea ~ 
demned, with arifle. From some cause the 
riffe went off accidentally, the billet passing 
up through the roof of the house, The In- 
dino, believing be was shot, drew himself up 
abd shuddered, bot -did not spéak or move 
from the spot, A black mark was then made 
ovet the Indian’s heart, with spittle and pow- 
der, by bis brother, while the Deputy Sb 
reloaded his rifle, and at « signal he 
steady aim and fired, and piercedthe centre 
of the mark, The Indian, with a few strag- 

les, 
Sheriff still holding bishands, No one seem- 
ed to be in the least affected, except the 
doomed Indian’s mother, who shed tears, but 
was told to “shut op,” by ber sda, taat all 
wasover. Thus ended this extraordinary exe- 
cution. ; i
